NOTICE IS HEREBY GIVEN that the City of South Pasadena Cultural Heritage Commission will hold a Public 

Hearing on Thursday, September 17, 2020, at 6:30 p.m. remotely by video conference will review and make a 

recommendation to the City Council for a Mills Act Contract for 1506 Rollin Street. The property qualifies for the 

Mills Act incentive program because it is a contributor to a local historic district, that was recently designated by 

the City Council on June 17, 2020  by Resolution No. 7659, the Rollin Craftsman Cluster District. The City Council 

is the reviewing authority that makes the final determination for the requested Mills Act contract. Applicant’s 

representative is Marina Khrustaleva.
